when the little moment of calm has run out, he passes again from 
the winter into the winter. So this life of man appears for a little 
while; but what follows it, and what went before it, we do not know 
at all. So if this new teaching has brought us anything sure, O King, 
we should do well I think, to follow it."

yt; the charges of whiche boke shall be ratablie born betwen you the 
parson and the parishioners aforesaid, that ys to say, the one half 
by yowe & th'other half by them, Item, that ye discorage no man 
pryvely or apertly from readinge or hearinge of the same Bible, but 
shall expresslye provoke, stere, & exhorte every parsone to rede 
the same, as that whyche ys the verye lively Worde of God that 
everye Christen man ys bownde to embrace, beleve, & folowe, yf he 
loke to be saved; admonishinge them to use an honest sobrietye in 
the inquisition of the true sense of the same." 


9. LADY-IN-WATTING, COURT OF KING JAMES (1611 A.D,) 
Address to King James, by the translators of "King James Bible": 

"To that most high and mighty prince, James, by the grace of God, 
King of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, 
etc. - The Translators of the Bible wish Grace, Mercy, and Peace, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Great and manifold were the bless- 
ings, most dread Sovereign, which Almighty God bestowed upon us the 
people of England, when first He sent Your Majesty's Royal Person to 
rule and reign over us, For whereas it was the expectation of many, 
who wished not well unto our Zion, that upon the setting of that 
bright Occidental Star, Queen Elizabeth, of most happy memory, some 
thick and most palpable clouds of darimess would so have over- 
shadowed this Land, that men would have been in doubt how they should 
walk.......But among all our joys, there was no one that more filled 
our hearts, than the blessed continuance of the preaching of God's 
sacred Word among us.......There are infinite arguments of this right 
christian and religious affection in your Majesty; but none is more 
forcible to declare it to others than the vehement and perpetuated 
desire of accomplishing and publishing of this work, which now with 
all humility we present unto Your Majesty: humbly craving of Your 
most Sacred Majesty, that since things of this quality have ever 
been subject to the censures of ill-meaning and discontented persons, 
it may receive patronage from so learned and judicious a Prince as 
Your Highness is, whose acceptance of our labors shall more honor 
and encourage us, than all the calumiations and hard interpretations

of other men shall dismay us, So that if we shall be maligned by 
self-conceited Brethren, who run their own ways, and give liking 
unto nothing, but what is framed by themselves, and hammered on 
their anvil; we may rest secure, supported within by the truth and

From my captors I asked but one 
thing, a copy of the Bible, In my solitude I had ample opportunity 
for reading and meditation, The greatness and love of Christ burst 
upon me with new inspiration, increasing my strength to struggle 
against evil, to overcome temptation, to uphold righteousness."
